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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Hattori et al. does not 
satisfy the claim "a plurality of channels to communicate at least the air from the ventilation port between the interior region and the 
second container, wherein each of the plurality of channels provides a different path capable of channeling air from the ventilation port to 
the second container". In figure 17A, the channels (also shown in figure 15A, element 52(14)) independently channel air between a first 
and second container. The Office Action dated 2/06/06 does not rely on element 12 (in figure 17A) as the ventilation port; figure 17A is a 
side view of figure 15A (cut along arrows 16B). In figures 15A-15C, the whole embodiment of the printhead is shown. Figure 16A 
illustrates another sectional view of figure 15A (cut along arrows 16A); in this figure, it is apparent that element 15 is the ventilation port. 
Thus, figure 17A is communicating air from the ventilation port to the second chamber. 

While Hattori et al. does not teach a second chamber having a capillary medium, the primary reference, Carrese et al. does teach a 
second chamber with a capillary medium (figure 2, elements 134 and 130) as described in the previous Office Action dated 02/06/06. 



It would have been obvious to combine the ink tank of Carrese et al. with the disclosure of Hattori et al. in order to allow for easy 
ventilation as well as less likelihood of clogging due to easier movement of ink outside the chamber.
